Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
L Claims 1-29, drawn to a method and system for generating a high level 
vacuum, classified in class 62, subclass 55.5. 

II. Claims 30-33, drawn to a radar system, classified in class 62, subclass 
55.5. 

III. Claims 34-36, drawn to a missile, classified in class 62, subclass 55.5. 
Inventions III and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 

this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the missile does not require the 
gas to be frozen by a cooled magnet. The subcombination has separate utility such as 
an Insulation system for other cryogenic applications (liquefaction of gases, cooling of 
biological samples, storage of cryogenic liquids, magnetic energy storage, etc). 
Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does 
not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) 
that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the substantially pure gas of the 
combination is not required to be Carbon dioxide. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as an insulation system for other cryogenic applications (magnetic energy 
storage, etc.). Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons 
given above and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Inventions III and II are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and 
(2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 
806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed does not require the 
particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the missile does not require the 
electromagnet to have superconducting windings. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as a radar system for a ship. Because these inventions are independent or 
distinct for the reasons given above and the inventions require a different field of search 
(see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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A telephone call was made to Thomas Finn on July 30 , 2006 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
